L o n s , Mo., Oct. 25.—J udg e Phillips 
hn* overruled the demurrer In the fa m ous 
strike Injunction suit of the United State«

Klllott a nd over 100 m om - 
iters of the A. K IT. 
The g overnm ent 
tiled a bill a sking for an order to restrain 
the defendants from interfering with the 
m ails or intersta te commerce. 
A teinpo- 
try order was granted and the defend­ 
a nts tiled a demurrer a lleg ing w a nt of 
urlsdiotion. 
Contention of the Htrlker*. 
J udge Phillips said tha t the principal 
question raisinl by the demurrer g oes to 
the jurisdiction of the court. 
The right of 
the United Sta tes to bring such a bill in 
juity is challeng ed on the ground that 
tin* “ trust la w ” is not applicable to such a 
sta te of affairs as prevailed when the iu 
unction was Issued, a great strike being 
n progress over a large portion of the 
ountry. J udge Phillips said tha t the reg 
ulat ion of ci>mmenv is confided exclusively 
i congress. 
And so, ultim a tely, in 1H90, 
the intersta te commerce law was ena cted 
la w Covers th® W hole Ground. 
By this law every compact or com bina 
tion in restrain of comtncrce IstWiHm the 
sta tes is declared illeg a l. 
It is true tha t 
he great object of this la w was the sujv 
pression of trusts, but like most a cts it 
reaches a classes of itentons not conspicu­ 
ously in the minds of its framers. 
So that

m ovement 
of commerce lietwi'en the sta tes are with 
n the express letter of the sta tute. 
W ho 
ver restrains commerce comes under this 
law, and it was certa inly com petent for 
ingress to provide how to punish such 
parties. 
Courts of Kqulty Have .1 urlsillctton. 
('ong ress lots, therefore, 
invested tint 
several courts of the United .States with 
power to restrain viola tions of the act, and 
it is expressly provided tha t it may lie 
done in a court of equity, and the onurt 
m a ym nkesucli restra ining onler as may 
required. 
But the counsel for the dir 
fondants objects that the court of equity 
a nnot lie invoked to restrain parties from 
tlie com mission of crime. 
Where parties 
threaten to destroy property it is com petent 
for courts of equity to restrain tin* threat- 
ncd a< ts, and esjs'clally where incendiar­ 
ism and riot arc the probable result*. 
1‘i-aa-tlcal IteHsnn for Restraint. 
And there is a practical reason for in­ 
voking tin' aid of a restraining order, 
there is no way of holding them account» * 
Most of the persons who do this an* “ profes­ 
sional a g ita tors;’’they are Irresponsible and 
bin personally for the result of their acts. 
This is surely a case which appeals to the 
strong a nti of the court to Interpose and 
prevent these a cts of anarchy and riot. 
If the defendants take no further action 
by this morning the injunction w ill be 
made final.
